HOUSE COMMITTEE 
PLANNING TAX CUTS 


Would Repeal Wearing 
Apparel Taxes, and Low- 
er Levies on Candies, 
Furs and Art Works. 


Washington, August 12.—More 
taxes of the average man are to be 
reduced if republican members of 
the house ways and means commit- 
tee have their way. 

The present war-time levies on 
his income, his wife’s candy gnd 
furs, and his wearing apparel were 


lowered in the proposed revenue 
bill Friday, while it was definitely 
decided no increase should be made 
in his tobacco and cigarettes. Re- 
ductions brought the total cut up to 
nearly $600,000,000, which ig con- 
sidered the maximum, 

In response to the insistent de- 
mands of many republican members 
of the house, the committee decided 
to increase the exemption of mar- 
riel persons paying the normal in- 
come tax from $2,000 to $2,500. This 
is in addition to the recent approval 
given to an Increase of from $200 
to $400 in the exemption pred hsat

Representative Longworth, Ohio, 
and Representative Bachrach, New 
Jersey, led the movement for re- 
duced normal incom® taxes. Appeals 
of the bachelors or spinsters for 
lower taxes were unheeded, as their 
exemption remaing at $1,000. These 
changes affect all persons with an 
income of $5,000 or less, and will 


- mean a loss in revenue of about 


$500,000,000. , 

Other reductions were: 

Complete repeal of ajl taxes on 
wearing apparel; candy, from 6 to 
3 per cent; furs, from 10 to 5 per 
cent; works of art, from 10 to 5 
per cent. 

The suggestion of Secretary Mel- 
lon that tobacco and cigarette taxes 
be increased $100,000,000 a year was 
definitely rejected, the committee 
believing it will be unnecessary. 
Disapproval also.was given to his 
recommendation for reduction in 
1923 of the maximum égurtax rate 
on big incomeg from 32 to 25 per 
cent. 

The committee is considering 
placing a tax on the manufacturers 
of wearing apparel to make up for 
the repeal of the go-called luxury 
taxes, but has fotnd that it will be 
difficult of administration. A levy, 
of 3 per cént on high-priced arti-" 
cles has been suggested. 

Finishing touches now are being 
put on the measure by the com- 
mittee and dt probably will be com- 
pleted Saturday. It will be gubject 
to change by a conference of house 
republicans called for Monday aft- 
ernoon. Republican Leader Mon- 
dell predicted the bill would be 
passed by August 23.

BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS, 
Dublin, Auguet 12.---The letter 
from Eamon de Valera. Irfsh re- 
publican leader, delivered to Premier’ 
Lloyd-George, yesterday, is neither 
an acceptance nor a rejection of 
the Irish peace proposals, it was 
learned here today. The letter 
raises various questions to which 
an answer is necessary. The an- 
swer may serve to facilitate future 
dealings, it was said, and is .not 
expected to lead to a Sreak in nego- 
tiations, 

There was no excitement in Dub- 

lin today over Mr. Lloyd-George’s 
as it wag said 
that no unexpected development had 
occurred in the Irish discussions. 
When Mr. de Valera teft London, 
it was recalled today by Irish lead- 
ers, the statement was given ott 
that a basis had not been found 
for further conferences, and it was 
indicated in Irish circles that the 
time since Mr. de Valera’s conver- 
sations with the British prime min- 
ister merely had been spent in try- 
ing to find the basis. It has not 
yet been found, it was added. 
It was pointed out here today 
that Premier Lloyd-George and Mr. 
de Valera had agreed that the strict- 
est secrecy should be maintained. 
Sinn Fein leaders have observed 
this agreement, it was said, and 
none of the fanciful forecasts has 
had any Sinn Fein authority. 

The Sinn Fein has been unim- 
psessed with the British proposals 
and has been disinclined to jump 
at them. The furthest the Irish 
leaders have gone is to admit that 
the proposals may serve as a start 
to negotiations. Leaders today said 


they certainly exceeded anything 
ever tendered by the constitutional 
party, but that they fell short of a 
republic.

other international disputes have 
been ended. 


Equitable Treatment, 


It is pointed out that articles 15, 
17 and 4, of the league’s covenant 
provide for equitable treatment of 
all parties concerned, permitting 
both the Polish and German ver- 
sions of the Upper Silesian deal to 
be presented to the league, It is 
considered of the greatest value, 
too, that impartial representatives 
of the league will hear the evidence 
and act upon it. 

The league undoubtedly wilt con- 
sider the Silesian dispute a matter 
of extreme urgency, and hasten its 
consideration. The final decision 
however, may not be expected for 
some months. 

The action of referring the prob- 
lem to the league is considered in 
many quarters as having a direct 
bearing upon the probability of 
TAoyd-George’s attending the Wash- 
ington disarmament conference 
since—barring some unforeseen de- 
velopment in Silesia itself—it 
shelves one of the most delicate 


Call ef Urgent Matters, 

Lioyd-George has two other com- 
paratively urgent matters demand- 
ing his attention—the Irish ques- 
tion and the domestic situation. It 
is believed possible in many official 
quarters, that the premier may be 
able so ably to administer these two 
problems during the months of Sep- 
tember and October that he will be 
free in November to take up the 
American conference work.

If the 
burners are removable boil them 
from time to time in borax water. | 

But some burners cannot be re- 
moved unless taken apart. When 
this is done take care to get the 
burners back in their right places. 

Especially the giant or targe 
burner must be attached to its 
right key and gas outlét, otherwise 
it wijl not get the proper flow of 


rtion, inside and out, thoroughly

The burners should always be 
warm when washed, and after be- 
ing dried should be replaced on 
their keys, relighte@ at once and 
burned a few seconds, or until the 
flanfe is clear. If particles that have 
been released stop in the pipe lead- 
ing to the burner lodge in-the pipe 
tap the pipe leading from the key 
to the burner. This dislodges the 
particles and allows the gas to car- 
ry them on and out through the 
burner. / 

When sweeping cover the range 
well, or elee particles of dust may 
lodge on or in the burners and 
be carried into the air mixture, 
whence they produce flamés full of 
red specks. 

Care of Air Mixers.—Just back of 
the keys in every gas range is a 
round device with from three to 
five slots or openings. This regu- 
lates the air supply. These may be 
called the lungs of the gas etove, 
Since through them the burners take

Attorney’s Offer. 

Attorney C. E. Battle, represent- 
ing Johnson, offered to ask cancel- 
lation of the Jack’s Place license, 
but was rejected by the committee, 
which follows the rejection with 
adoption of the resolution urging 
that this license be revoked. 

The resolution of Chairman Ward- 
law, who led the fight against the 
alleged liquor dens, urged revoca- 
tion of licenses on the ground that 
holders of the licenses “are using 
their respective places of business 


for the purpose of selling whisky to 
the annoyance of the public and 
disturbance of the peace.”

Before a 
grand jury can indict a solicitor-general or 
any other person in any case, the acts 
done must constitute a violation of some 
written statute defining the offense and 
providing a punishment therefor.

I have, therefore, failed to draw any in- 
dictment covemfng these charges and will 
not do so unless the court should differ 
with me as to my construction of the law 
and direct otherwise. 

The fourth charge in the affidavit of

Care of the Sewing Machine—If 
a machine runs hard, one of the 
best remedies is to give it a gen- 
erous kerosene or gasoline bath. 

Most of the linty accumlations 
are caught by the féed. Thesé 
may be easily reached by removing 
both the slides and the feed plate, 
which is held in place by a single 
screw. After these parts are re- 
moved slip off the plate, turn back 
the head of the machine with a 
small pointed implement and with 
a soft cloth carefully remove the 
particles of dirt. 

To Clean With Kerosene—If the 
machine runs hard oil it generously 
with kerosene, using from a half 
pint to a pint. Run it rapidly for 
a few minutes, then with a piece 
of new cheesecloth carefully rub 
eff the kerosene’ and oil again with 
machine oil. The kerosene cuts 
away the gummed oii and the ma- 
chine oil lubricates the parts. 

To Clean With Gasoline—Nothing 
is better than gasoline to limber up 
Apply the gas- 
Oline as above recommended for 
kerosene, after which carefully rub 
off and apply machine oil. 

To Oll a Sewing Machine—It is 
surprising that some machines will 
sew at all, they are so seldom oiled. 
Put a few drops of oil in all the 
ofl holes, run the machine rapily, 
wipe off all surplus oil outside the 
oil holes and the machine is ready 
for use. Two minutes will suffice 
for the operation.

Washington, August 12.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—Tending to 
show the range and scope of the 
United States public health service 
for the fiscal year just ending, Sur- 


issued a report characterizing the 
important result of the department 
in handling the problems of the 
country’s health from an officia} 
standpoint. . 

The statement, which embraces 
all phases of disease suffered by the 
American people during the period 
just past and methods used in com- 


batting them, includes a general ref- 
erence to the pellagra situation of 
the south. 

“The painstaking inveetigations by 
officials of the public health serv- 
ice,” said the surgeon general, “have 
disposed of the various theories 
previously advanced as to the cause 
of pellagra and have definitely 
placed it in the class of diseases 
arising from deficiency in the diet, 
thus furnishing the means of pre- 
venting and treating this important 


malady.” 
Malaria Studies. 

Other result of importance to the 
health of the people of the south 
was announced by the surgeon gen- 
eral in that “the many-sided studies 
dealing with malaria have been of 
inestimable service in devising 
practicable control measures for 
this scourge of the southern 
states.’ Contrary to the general 
ihelief, the report states, on study 
it was found that measles are infec~ 
tive during the first three days of 
the disease only, thus rendering un- 
necessary the periods of long quar- 
antine that were formerly in vogue. 
The extensive investigation by 
members on the prevalence and on 
the life history of the hookworm 
has led to effective measures for 
the control of this widespread cause 
of physical inefficiency, he said. 

“Recently,” added the surgeon 
general, “the service has sent its 


rgeons to help in flood work at 
Pueblo: in typhus eradication among 
Indians in southwest; in typhoid 
fever work at Louisville; in tick 
fever protection in Montana; in tu- 
berculosis and child hygiene in 
Utah, and in making the national 
parks safe and sanitary for, travel- 
ers. Latest of all it has launched a 


campaign against pellagra, which 
has given indications of pecoming 
dangerous, owing to the economic 


depression among farmei!s and es- 
pecially among the tenant cotton 
growers of the south who nave been 
rendered practically penniless by the 
condition of the cotton market and 
are forced to live on salt pork, 
cornbread and molasses, which, 
when eaten exclusively for a few 
months, are almost certain to cause 


pellagra. 
Patriotic Work. 

“Glad as the United States pub- 
lie health service has~been,” says 
Surgeon General H. 8. Cumming, “to 
do its part in the hospitalization and 
care of the ill and disabled soldiers 
with whom its officers had become 
so well acquainted while serving in 
the army nospitals in France and 


elsewhere, this duty did not con- 


stitute a part of the publie health 
functions of the service but was un- 


dertaken through patriotism and 
because the service was the only 
government agency that had.an or- 
ganization and hospitals available 
when the need came. Later its as- 
signment to this duty was made 2 
matter of law. 
"Peer March 3, 1919, when this 
law went into effect, ‘to May 1921, 
when the hospitalization and care of 
nearly half of these patients was 
transferred to the war risk bureau, 
the number of former military pa- 
tients in the charge of the service 
increased from 990 to 25,000, with in- 
dications of still further increase. 
From the first the number had in- 
creased much faster than the total 
capacity of the government hospi- 
tals could be extended; and almost 


elled to place about two-thirds of 
fts patients (10,500 on May 1, 1921) 
in private hospitals under contract. 

“Responsibility for these 10,500 
patients has already been restored 
to the war risk burcau; and, if bills 
pending: before congress become 
law, the hospitalization of the Day 
tients cared for in government hos~ 
pitals as well as in ‘contract hos- 
pitals will rest with the war risk; 
and the public health service will 
merely render hospital care to those 
whom the war risk assigns to it. 


Traditional Duties. 


“This will enable the service to 
turn a much larger share of its 
energies to its traditional duty of 


importation of foreign disease; con- 
ducting scientific research into im- 
portant problems involving the 
cause, treatment, and cure of pre- 
ventable or communicable diseases: 


working men are‘subject by reason 
of their employment; co-operating 
with the states in the contro] of 
epidemics, in rural hygiene, child 
hygiene, venereal diseage and so on, 

“The marine hospital service, 
which developed into the public 
health service, was created in 
July, 1798, to furnish medical care 
to sick and disabled American mer- 
chant seamen. Hospitals were bDhilt 
at the principal seaports and later 
on some ~ A sig larger rivers and 
tl@e eat lakes. 

The officers of*the service at the 
coast hospitals were naturally the 
first té6 come into contact with such 
diseases as cholera, yellow fever, 
and smallpox ‘when imported from 
abroad and were able to render aid 
to the state authorities in enforc- 
ing quarantine measures. Later, 
the states, one by one, turned over 
their quarantine stations to the ser- 
vice, New York being the last to 
fall into line. 

Loeal Co-operation. 

‘In March, 1890, congress author- 
ized the public health service to 
co-operate with state and local 
health agencies tn preventing the 
interstate spread of disease. The 
co-operation thus initiated has been 
extended to many other forms of 
health work and has become a 
settled policy. Its workings have 
been exceeding!y beneficent, for 
they have brought the experience 
gained from the-whole country to 
bear on each particular nai in 
e articular place. ey ve 
pe a etted the different states to 
appropriate money for their own 
health needs inorder to obtain 
government leadership and other 
government assistance. On an 4av- 
erage the country «gets about $5 
worth of effective health work for 
every dollar the government ex- 
pends !n this way. ~- 

“Assistance in the control of yel- 
low fever, smailpox, and other 
communeable disease led dirctly to 
research into their causes and into 
educational work to end them by 
tnforming the country of what had 
been discovered and how to make 
use of it. For the research work, 
congress established in 1902 “he 
‘hygienic laboratory of the United 
States public health service which 
rapidly expanded until today it is 
one of the foremost research i{nsti- 
tutions of its kind in the world. 
The result of its studies in check- 
ing disease, reducing suffering, and 
lengthening human life are incal- 
culable.”

“Open Conference.” 

The American commission will not 
initiate’a movement for a confer- 
ence at which all negotiations 
would be open to the public. It 
will favor facilities for the fullest 
publicity, compatible with the best 
iAterests of the conference itself. 
It is understood a program of pub- 
licity will be worked out whereby 
announcements will be made of 
progress in the negotiations and, pe- 
riodically, there would be a resume 


of the general positions taken by 

the different delegations toward a 

given problem under discussion. 
As to the Agenda. 

Negotiations regarding the pro- 
gram to be taken up at the con- 
ference will be carried on in secret 
and there probably will be no defi- 
nite announcement On conclusions 
reached much before the conference 
opens. All nations and many in- 
terests, it is stated, mush be con- 
sulted on this all-important prob- 
lem and until final settlement is ef- 
fected no nation would wish to feel 
foreclosed it is explained. The 
United States, however, will urge 
preparation of a sufficiently defi!- 
nite agenda that the world may 
know just what the conference aims 
to achieve in advance of its oOpen- 
ing.

Wire.)—Business 
organizations have, since the pas- 
sage of the anti-trust laws, been 
embarrassed because of the indefi- 
niteness of those laws and the ul-< 
certainty of their application. 

During the first administration of 
President Wilson, on his -recommen- 
dation, the federal trade commission 
was created in the nature of an ad- 
visory board to business. After the 
passage of that Jaw, President Wrfi- 
son announced that the interro- 
gation points heretofore disturb- 
ing business had been removed. The 
federal trade commission has not, 
however, functioned generally along 
the lines of an advisory. commis- 
sion and there has remained doubt 
among business men as to their 
rights. Taal 

Questions By Grocers. 

The Southern Wholesale Grocers’ 
association, an association of whole- 
sale grocers with over two thousand 
members doing business in prac- 
tically. every state in the union, 
on the 22d of June, propounded a 
series of questions to the federal 
trade commission and announced 
the theo that it believed “that 
the commission was authorized to 
hold conferences with business and 


to ald business in arriving at a. 


higher degree of certainty as to its 
legal rights.” The federal trade 
commission, upon receipt of that re- 
quest, gave it careful consideration, 
modified its former practices, and 
gave a full answer to the questions 
propounded by the Southern Whole- 
sale Grocers’ association. 

The questions propounded related 
principally to the right of asso- 
ciations of business men to argue 
in favor of a particular method of 
doing business. Nine questions were 
asked, but fundamentally they were 
all similar. The first question 
reads: 

Protecting Trade Channels. 

“It ig believed that fair competition is 
promoted by protecting iegitimate trade, 
channels and that manufacturers should, im 
the promotion of the general interest, sell) 
only to wholesalers to the end that whole-' 
salers may supply the needs of retailers. 
Those manufacturers who attempt to sell; 
the retail trade discriminate in favor of; 
some against others, while the wholesales 
selects without discrimination, except ag to! 
the credit risk, all retail grocers through 
whom to distribute. These being econenic 
questions, is there objection, legal or . eco- 
nomic, to an agsociation such as the South- 
ern Wholesale Grocers’ asvociation eent-: 
ing arguments to manufacturers in faver of 
the methods ef distribution herein de- 
scribed ?’’ 

This and simila 
been fully answered by the 
mission. 

To the first question the cQommiis- 
sion answered: 

“It is our opinion that the asso@iation 
may present to manufacturers fair rea- 
sonable argument in support of its posi- 
tion on the propositions stated. The rule 
is clearly stated in United States vs. South- 
erm Wholesale Grocers’ Association, 207 
Fed. 484, 443.’’ 

Following this answer the com- 
mission discusses at length legal 
principles. 

Second Pertinent Question. 


The second question asked by the 
association of the cOmmission was: 
“It is believed that a buying agency, 
although in the form of a wholesale or- 


quéstions have 
com- 


ganization, is not really a wholesaler, nor~ 


is it entitled to be classed as a whole- 
saler; and to treat such organization as 
wholeskiers discriminates against retailers 
who are not members of such combination. 
Is there any objection to this association 


arguing in favor of this position by writing - 


letters to manufacturers with whom the 
members of the association deal?’’ 

The answer of the Federal Trade 
commission is in epet: 

‘There is no legal jection to fair and 
proper argument in support of your con- 
tention. 
conduct of the association and of its mem- 
bers as well, will always be open to scru- 
tiny, however, to determine whether the 
lawfid boundaries have been passed.’’ 

The importance of these ques- 
tions and answers to business is 
that the &@n@wers .of ‘the Fédéral 
Trade commissfon ‘make more cer- 
tain the —course that business may 
pursue and the fact that the Fed- 
eral Trade commission is now ad- 
vising with’ business will tend to 
aid business and will promote an 
early retrun to normal conditions. 


Hope for Good Results. 


In conclusion the commission said: 

“The cominission expresses the hope that 
this statement will tend to accemplish in 
part at least, the results which you are 
good enough to attribute in the opening 
of your letter, to the conference 
by your executive committee with the com- 
miesion.’’ 


Edgar Watkins, of Watkins, Rus- 
sell & Asbill, Atlanta general coun~ 
sel for the Southern Olesale Gro- 
cers association, expressed the opin- 
ion that this letter from the Federal 
Trade commission would be wel- 
comed by business organizations 
throughout the entire United States,

he déclares “might lead to the 
clearing up of the mystery of Ed- 
gars death,” was the feature Fri- 
day in the search for the driver of 
the “death car” which killed J.

The driver 
of this car seemed to have been in- 
toxicated at the time, for, after 
leaving a downtown hotel before 
driving out West Peachtree, he is 
said to have collided with a street 
sprinkler and another automobile, 
afterwards starting northward on 
West Peachtree with his cut-out 
wide apen, 4 

According to information given 
by Motorman I. W. Fisher, who 
passed the scene of the tragedy at 
about midnight in an. outbound car, 
there were three men standing at 
the southeas eorner of West 
Veachtree a Fifth streets.

One of the men wore a uniform 
and the other w in his’ short 
sleeves.

GOVERNOR GIVES 
PRAISE TO SOLONS 
OF 1921 LEGISLATURE 


“The state legislature which just 
adjourned did not, in my opinion, 
do everything that wag right,” 
declared Governor Thomas Ww. 
Hardwick in an address to the 
members of the “Old Guard” at a 
luncheon held by them Friday noon 
at the Peacock ecafe. “But it did 
do better than any legislature that 
has sat in Georgia since the civil 
war,” continued the governor, “and 
furthermore it broke a twenty-year 
precedent by appropriating less 
than the state’s revenue.” 

Relative to the Georgia national 
guard, Governor Hardwick said 
that ‘“‘we have the best state troops 
in the history of the statez they 
are the best organized and the most 
thoroughly efficient. I possess an 
adjutant general second to none, 
and when trouble arises he is al- 
ways at hand,” 

He complimented the “Old Guard” 
on its successful campaign in or- 
ganizing the Atlanta troop, the 
second batallion, first infantry, ad- 
ding that “Atlanta should have an 
addition to its regular police forces, 
not that any trouble is likely to arise 
here which would make its use nec- 
essary, but that preparedness is 
th best policy. Whenever men, 
no matter how just their cause or 
what their standing, take up arms 
in the state of Georgia, I will see 
to it that they disband and bring 
their differences to the courts of 
law. My policy is to defend the 
majesty of the law against all com- 
ers.” 

Three additions were made to the 
membership of the “Old Guard,” 
among whom was Major Charles 
H. Cox, who commands the local 
battalion of the state guard. He re- 
lated the history and present life 
of the batallion. Captain J. S. 
Slicer. of the Governor’s forse 
guard, praised the federal govern- 
ment in its treatment of his com- 
pany. It was announced that on 
October 10 the “Old Guard” and 
local branches of the Georgia na- 
tional guard wHl commemorate the 
anniversary of the dedication of the 
peace monument at Piedmont park.

Following the signing fof the 
gasoline tax bill-by Governor Hard- 
wick, which placed a levy of ene 
cent per gallon on gasoline, prices 
at Atlanta filling stations were Fri- 
day boosted a cent per gallon, the 
prevailing price now being 23 
cents. 

Dispatches from. Macon are to the 
effect that gasoline dealers fn that 
city advanced prices a cent Thurs- 
day, and it is @pderstood that sta- 
tions throughout the state will take 
similar action. 

In addition to the new tax of one 
cent per gallon, an inspection law 
is in effect charging all distributors 
a half cent per gallon on gasoline, 
and distributogs niust also pay $40 
per wagon for deliveries to custo-| 
mers. 

Gasoline men here Have an- 
nounced that in the near future 
they intend to test the constitu- 
tionality of the new tax in the 
courts. 

The complete text of the gasoline 
tax act, showing methods to be em- 

loyed in making returns, is as fol- 


ows: 

Terms used in this act shall be con- 
sfrued as follows: ‘‘Distributors’’ shall in- 
clude any person, association of persons, 
firm or corporation, whether resident or 1lo- 
cated, who imports or causes to be 
ported, fuels as herein defined, into the 
state: and also any person, association of 
persons, firm or cerporation who produces, 
refines, manufactures or compounds fuels 
ag herein defined, within the state. 

Kerosene Not Included. 

*‘Fuels’” shaff include gasoline, »enz, 
naphtha and other wafer fuels conimonly 
used in internal combustion engines. Previd- 
ed, that nothing contained in this section 
or in this act shall apply to kerosene oil. 

Every distributor who sells fuels in this 
state (except those importing and selling it 
in the original packages In which it is 
brought into the state) shall pay an occu- 
pation tax of 1 cent per gallon upon every 
gallon of such fuel sold. 

Every such distributor shall register with 
the ordinary of each county in which he or 
they may be engaged in selling fueis, on vr 
before September 1, 1921, and oh ihe same 
day of the same month of each su.ca‘diny 
year, giving his place of business aud post 
office address, in a well-bound book to be 
kept for that purpose by thé ordinaty of 
each county. 

Such distributor shall keep and preserv¢ 
all invoices and bills of fuels solid for the 
peried of one year, and submit the eame to 
the comptroiler general 6f thig state when- 
ever required by him. 

Quarterly Returns. 

All distributors of fuels in this state 
shail make quarterly returns to the comp- 
troller general of all’ fuels sold by them 
to others and of all fuels sold by such 
distributors at their service stations. The 
first of said retu shal be made on (r- 
teber 1, 1921, a to embrace the period 
between the date of this act and said date, 
and quarterly thereafter. 

Every distributor selling fuels as afore- 
said shall make returgs to the comptroiler 
general on October 1, 1921, and quartefly 
thereafter, of the number of gallons of 
fuels sold, which shall be sworn to before 
an officer of this state authorized to ad 
minister oaths; and shall make the firse 
payment of said tax on October 1, 1921, 
and quarterly thereafter. 

Any distributor who shall fail to reg.s- 
ter, to make the returns aforesaid, to pay 
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act in thig ‘act required, shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and punished ae provided 
in Section 1065 of the penal code.

and all suck claims were paid; 
but that any losses incurred by 
railroad labor shirking or loafing 
on the job are not to be saddled 
upon the taxpayers, but must be 
borne by the employers, who 
alone, if anybody, were in a‘ posi- 
tion to demand value received for 
the money paid the workers, and 
to enforce such a demand. 

The commission is right. Uncle 
Sam has money enough with 
wkich to pay his just debts and 
meet his honest obligations; but 
not a cent with which to encourage 
idleness, sloth and indolence. 


AS EXPECTED! 

As was to have been expected, 
the Fulton county grand jury, 
after having investigated charges 
lodged against Solicitor-General 
Boykin, has completely exonerated 
that official. 

If there ever was an official who 
did his duty, without fear or favor, 
and was inspired by a desire to, 
promote respect for the law and 
observance of the common rules 
of social decency, Solicitor-General 
John A. Boykin has been a public 
servant of that type.

SIMPLIFYING THE FORM. 
The ways and means committee 
of the national house of represen- 
tatives is said to be at work on a 
plan for the simplification of the 
income tax form by which the tax- 
payers make their returns. 
The public will await the res@it 
with interest. 

The committee is working, says 
a press report— 

“On the various provisions of the 
treasury recommendations designed 
to simplify the tax regulations so 
that the average taxpayer can, fig- 
ure out how much he owes the 
government: without the aid of a 
corps of attorneys. The fntricacies 
of the present law have led to 


-widespread dissatisfaction on the 


part of the public and have also 
resulted in enormous losses to the 
treasury in revenue.” 

The form the income taxpayer is 
now required to fill out is as com- 
plex as the proverbial Chinese 
puzzle. 


The government is constantly 
urging the people to fill out their 
own tax blanks and warning them 
to beware of so-called “experts” in 
that business. 

That is all well and good; but 
no ordinary business man can 
properly fill out his income tax 
return forms without assistance. 

The average ordinary citizen 
who is not an expert accountant 
or who has not made a profes- 
sional study of the income tax 
forms is inevitably driven to the 
verge of insanity by honestly and 
intelligently striving to make his 
returns; and at the last, after hav- 
ing wasted hours and hours of 
time, and after he has undergone 
untold mental anguish, in nine 
cases out of ten he has to give up 
in despair and summons expert 
assistance in order to be sure that 
he has not elther cheated himself 
or incurred liability for uninten- 
tionally cheating the government! 

It is all right to admonish the 
public to beware of being victini- 
ized by pseudo-experts; but of 
vastly greater value would be a 
simplification of the tax blanks so 
that the average citizen might fill 
them out without help. 

What ifs needed is a system 
whereby the taxpayer can list his 
gross income in one column and 
his exemptions and expenses in 
another. The difference between 
the two will represent his taxable 
income, after finding which, ami 
ascertaining the amount he owes 
the government he can settle ac- 
cordingly. © 

As the system now stands, it is 
a veritable maze of perplexities. 
Congress and the treasury depart- 
ment can render no greater public 
service than by simplifying it so 
that, the average man will under- 
stand it.

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he Story of “Pensions” 
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- BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON 


The question of “pensions” is one 
that I shall discuss today. 

There is a great deal of con- 
fusion in the public mind as to 
what the pension laws of Georgia 
are. and even greater confusion as 
to the reason for the cold, glaring 
fact that in 1919, just two years 
ago, the total pension obligations 
of the state were only $1,236,928.58, 
whereas in 1921 tffey are $2,101,- 
928, and estimated for 1922 at $2,- 
300,000, and estimated for 1924 at 
$2,400,000; and so on. 

In other words with the roll of 
confederate veterans rapidly di- 
minishing by deaths the confeder- 
ate pension expenditures in Geor- 
gia have practically doubled in two 
years, and are annually increasing 
in an even greater ratio than the 
rolls of these heroes of the sixties 
are diminishing. 

It is to explain and analyze the 
pension laws of Georgia and to 
clear up these confusions by state- 
ments of facts that I write. 

* 7. = = 

In the first place get 
the following progression 
pension laws of Georgia— 

The first law was effective in 
1879, and applied only’ to the pur-| 
chase of artificial limbs for sol- 
diers who had lost an arm or a leg 
in the civil war. Georgia appro- 
priated $70,580 for the succeeding 
five years for that purpose. 

Effective first in 1889 disabied 
and diseased soldiers were pension- 
ed for $60 a year. There were 3,000 
approximately on the roll at that 
time, 

The state paid out approximately 
$185,000 a. year accordingly until 
1893 when a further progression in- 
tluded the widows of disabled and 
diseased sojdiers. This increased 
the pension expenditures to $429,- 
080. and with both classes on the 
rolls the total pensions reached 
7,290. : 

In 1896 indigent soldiers were 
included and this ran the rolls up 
to 9,296 and the total disbursements 
to $545,440. 

In 1902 indigent widows were 
included, and this ran the rolls up 
to 13,975 and $822,695 was the 
amount disbursed. 

This situation continued until 
1908 when the pension laws were 
amended to include all soldiers and 
the widows of all soldiers who 
were maimed prior to 1870, pro- 
vided they were worth less than 
$1,500. The pension remained uni- 
form at $60 a year, and the proper- 
ty qualification as stated made 
“eligible” only those soldiers and 


in mind

At that time the rolls reached 
over 15,000, and reached the high- 
water mark of 19,972.in 1912. The 
yearly disbursements ran around 
$1,000,000, reaching $1,170,334.20 in 
1912, the highest year under that 
law. 

In 1915 the Dort law was passed 
increasing the pensions $10 a year 
effective in 1916, ‘17, ’18, ’19, bring- 
ing the uniform pension to $100 in 
1919. The rolls dropped in that 
year to 13,735. , 

~ * » * 

Now comes the milk in the co- 
coanut— 

In 1919 the pension laws . were 
radically amended by eliminating 
the property qualification, there- 
by making all confederate veterans 
whether millionaires or dependents,

the widow qualifications were ex- 
tended by bringing the years in 
which married to assure eligibili- 
ty, from 1870 to 1881. 

At the same time and in the same 
amendment the pension rate was 
increased on a gra@uated scale as 
follows: 1920 a flat $100; 1921, $125; 
1922, $150; 1923, $175; 1924 and there- 
after, $200 a year. 

Under the 1919 amendment effec- 
tive in 1921 the pensions in Geor- 
‘gia jumped to practically double, 
and for the next four years under 
this 1919 law the total amounts will 
advance on the scale, of a $25 in- 
crease on each rate each year, on 
a basis of the present roll of 16,550. 

The rotl does: not materially de- 
crease, because the widows drop 
into the places of soldiers who die, 
and the new pensions are added to 
take the places largely by the death 
toll among the widows and the un- 
married sdidiers. 

This progression of the pension 
laws tell the story in a nutshell; 


land the 1919 amendment. thus ex- 


plains and clears away the mys- 
tery as to why the’ pensions have 
doubled in the past year. ‘ 

There are no “classes.” All pen- 
sidners on the general rolls are on 
the same Lasis. 

As it stands today, with the prop- 
erty qualification removed, there 
are scores of rich confederate vet- 
erans, som; of them millidnaires, 
drawing annual pensions from the 
state. 

There are rich confederate wid- 
ows, some of them _ millionaires, 
drawing anfual pensions from the 
state. 

There was a determined effort in 
1920 and 1921 assemblies to place 
widows who married as late as 1890 
fon the roll, but without avail. It 
has even been suggested to place 
the sons and daughters of Confed- 


erate soldiers upon the roll.

As to the financial statug of the 
State treasury, the cold figures 
show that the common schools get 
one-half of the gross income of the 
state from all sources; the pension- 
ers one-fourth; the university, State 
Agricultural college, Georgia Tech, 
the twelve district A. & M. schools, 
the various normal colleges, the vo. 
cational schools for the blind, deaf 
and dumb, feeble-minded and so on; 
the eleemosynary and corrective in- 
stitutions, the varfous departments 
of government, from executive 
down, including sundry working bu- 
reaus as the market bureau, agri- 
cultural divisions, experimental] sta- 
tions, farm extension work and all 
other expenses of the government 
An all departments, executive, legis- 
lative and judiciary, all combined, 
the other fourth.

ARE EXERCISES GOOD FOR 
RUPTURE? 
Neuritis. 


One of the requests’ appearing 


most frequently in my daily mail 
is: “Please suggest something good 
for neuritis.” 

Long ago women whose husbands 
beat them and dragged them around 
the washtub on Saturday night de- 
veloped nervous prostration. Then 
some genius conceived the idea. of 
making the ailment more fashion- 
able, which he did by re-christening 
it neurasthenia. For years it was 


all the rage, this neurasthenia. 
Sounded so exclusive — something 
only the idle rich could afford. 
Thus old n. p. became popular, And 
now tnis fancy of exclusiveness— 
and such fancies do prevail regard- 
ing diseases—has fastened itself 
upon neuritis, and victims of all 
kinds of aches and pains of an in- 
definite character are delighted and 
flattered when some healer or near- 
healer calls the trouble neuritis. 


Please do not misunderstand me, 
victims of neuritis. I am not trying 
to place you in the category with 
victims of rheumatism and victims 
of catarrh. Let those deluded folk 
enjoy their rheumatism and their 


catarrh. Your neuritis is neuritis— 
nerve inflammation—in about one- 
fourth of the cases so designated. 
Far be it from me to imply that 
there is nothing the matter with a 
neuritis subject, or with the victim 
of rheumatiz or the victim of ca- 
tarrh, for that matter. I merely 
emphasize the fact that, whereas 
the diagnosis of “rheumatism” is.a 
bad guess in 97.8 per cent of the 
cases, and that of “catarrh” is a 
bad guess in 100 per cent of the 
cases, the diagnosis of neuritis is 
a mistake in only about 75 per 
cent of the cases. And in at least 
90 per cent of the 75 per cent of 
mistaken diagnoses of neuritis, it 
is not the physician, but somegne 
else, who has suggested neuritis. 


There is nothing I can say to cor- 
respondents who ask me to suggest 
something god for neuritis. I am 
quite as much at a loss to do that 


,as I would be to suggest something 


good for a run-down condition, an 
indefinite ache or pain, or a tired 
business man. The mere word 
neuritis conveys no tangible idea of 
the nature of the trouble, Too many 
easy-going folk have learned to 
call every ache or pain, which for- 
merly passed as neuralgia (nerve 
ache), by the more classy, up-to- 
date and impressive name of neu- 
ritis—keeping always in the back 
of the mind a hazy notion that it 
is somehow related with rheuma- 
tism—which it is, both terms being 
meaningless as popularly employed. 


A feature of neuritis (nerye in- 
flammation) which is practiéally 


es.ential to a correct diagnosis is 
atrophy or wasting of the muscle 
Or muscle group supplied by the 
nerve or nerve trunk involved in 
the inflammation. Without such 
wasting and weakening there fs lit- 
tle on which to hinge the diagnosis 
of neuritis. Another feature is the 
long duration of the trouble—al- 
ways many weeks or months. 
Common causative factors of in- 
flammation of one of more nerves 


are alcohol, arsenic, lead, injury, 
infection through wounds or from 
adjacent lesions (such as the facial 
neuritis sometimes appearing as a 
complication of middle ear disease).

Calvin’s Secret Grave. |

John Calvin died at Geneva May 
27, 1564, leaving, apart from his 
work as a reformer, a host of ene- 
mies. Fearing lest some of these 
might do violence to his body, he 
was buried secretly in the Plain 
Palais cemetery. ne watchman 
after another through succeeding 
generations has taken visitors to a 
simple stone erected at the foot of a 
pine tree and bearing the inscription 
“J. C..” remarkin as he did so, 
“Here in the neighborhood some- 
where M. Calvin was buried. No one 
knows the exact spot.” 

And this was true—with one ex- 
ception. In order to keep his burial 
place a secret, particularly after the 
death of Servet, its location was in- 
trust to no one except the De 
Speyr family in Basel. Not even the 
Geneva consistory was informed on 
the subject. The De Speyrs were to 
pass the information on from father 
to son, so long as there was a male 
descendant. 

The last member of the family, 
Eugene de Speyr, aged 71, is child- 
legs. He wrote recently from Avis- 
non to the consistory at Geneva 
stating that it would be well, in view 
of his advanced age, to divulge all 
that is known.

The Traffic Laws 
Cover All This— 
Simply Not Enforced 


Editor Constitution: In the in- 
terest of “safetly first” it strikes me 
very forcibly, since I have only re- 
cently come from New York, that a 
particular. point has been overlook- 
ed in the city ordinances and state 
laws, or If such laws exist, that the 
enforcement of them is sadly neg- 
lectéd, to wit, headlight’ glare, 
To drive On the streets of Atlanta 
and the main highways leading into 
the city after dark is of great- 
est danger, due to the intense 
giare of the headlights and unneces- 
sary use of spat lights on the many 
moving vehicles. This is very pro- 
nounced to one who has been ac- 
customed to drfving in a section 
where this danger and menace is 
eliminated. 

In submitting applications for mo. 
tor vehicle licenses in the state of 
New York the applicant is required 
to submit a statement as to the 
candle power. make. of anti-glare 
lenses and dimmer attachments of 
his, headlights, and it is unlawful 
to drive a car in the eastern and 
New England states without dim- 
mers and anti-glare lenses. The 
states in that section have gone go 
far as to specify the various makes 
of lenses that comply with the law. 

This also applies to street rail- 
ways within city limits. In looking 
over the city ordipance regarding 
vehicular traffic, as compiled and 
published by City Clerk Walter Cc. 
Taylor for 1919-1920, I cannot find 
that there are any requirements for 
running and parking lights except 
for bicycles and wagons. 

It 1s very noticeable when driv- 
ing at might, that many motor cars 
stand at the curb and on sides of 
highways without parking lights, 
making navigation very difficult and 
dangerous; also many cars approach 
with only one headlight burning. 
the danger of which is obvious, 
especially if the light is burning on 
the right front of the vehicle. When 
I ste ome of thete one-eyed men 
coming along I give him a wide 
berth. 

Tifese thoughts have been brought 
to mind through noticing in your 


recent issues the fact that Atlanta 
is observing “Safety First Week” or 
“No Accident Week,” and the many 
headlines telling of the serious 
accidents. 

I am quite sure that any effort 
on your part toward obtaining the 
proper laws, or the proper enforce- 
ment of those that exist. which 
would tend te eliminate the dan- 
fers as outlined above will be 
greatly appreciated by the many au- 
tomobile owners in Atlanta and the 
state of Georgie.

Britain Wants France to 

_ Relax on German Guar- 
antees But Briand Stands 
Firm in Matter. 


BY HUDSON HAWLEY, 
United News Staff Correspondent. 
Paris, August 12.—A bigger fight 

than that over the division of upper 
Silesia, now passed on to the league 
of nations, is due in the supreme 
council meeting beginning at 10:30 
Saturday morning at which the pre- 
miers will take up the proposal to 
relax the guarantees along the 
Rhine. 


Great Britain has maintained that 
in as much as Germany has com- 
plied with the French ultimatum, 


the occupation of Dusseldorf and 
the Rhine barriers should be abah- 
doned—that France should no 
forego her economic and military 
Suarantees, in order that Germany 
may pave a chance to recuperate 
an fulfill her obligations. 

The French representatives cer- 
tainly ,wili report that Germany has 
not lived up to her promises and 
that therefore France must remain 
within striking oistance of the rich 
Ruhr region. 


Briand Faces Problem. 


, It is recalled that Premier Briand 
mid Lord Curzon, the British sec- 
fetary of state for foreign affairs, 
mearly split on this matter some 
time back, during Curzon’s pour- 
Parlers on the Near Eastern situa- 
tion, held in Paris. It is unlikely 
that Briand will. recede one whit 
from this stand now, especially 


considering that President Miller-| 


and and the cabinet will support 
him unanimously. The danger to 
Briand which lay in the threat of 
the Frepch extremists to resummon 
parliament if he conceded too much 
to Great Britain is now past.

received the Poilus when they re- 
turned from the great war. There 


was a genuine ring of enthusiasm to 
the shouts of greeting from thou- 
sands of persons who gathered out- 
side the station where the Americans 
arrived this afternoon from Cher- 
bourg. It was a repetition of the 
reception given them when they 
landed earlier im the day from the 
steamship George Washington at 
Cherbours. 

More than 10,000 persons later 
surrounded the Arc de Triomphe to 
watch the American veterans pay 
tribute to their unknown .comrade. 

After a reception at the inter- 
allied club, where Ambassador Her- 
rick, J. J. Jusserand, the French 
ambassador to the United States, 
and many prominent officials wel- 
comed them, the legionaires went to 
the Are de Triomphe.

eorgia district, today introduced 
a bil) in the house of representatives 
authorizing the secretary of war 
to transfer to the Georgia Hussars 
the title now vested in the United 
States to the western dummy fort 
in the city of Savannah. 

Under the provisions of the bill, 
the Georgia Hussars, a military or- 
ganization incorporated under the 
laws of the state of Georgia and 
comprising part of the national 
guard of the state, will receive a 
portion of thé government property 
subject to use and maintenance 
without expense to the United 
States, upon the failure of which 
title will re-invest in the govern- 
ment. 

The property mentioned in the bill 
includes lands and buildings ac- 
quired by the government during 
the prosecution of the late war and 
are of such nature as to be partic- 
ularly suited for an armory for the 
Hussars, Mr. Overstreet stated. 

As no definite plans for the dis- 
position of the Savannah property 
have been made by the government, 
and®as the buildings and grounds 
are now being unusued, it is expect- 
ed that the bill will receive a fa- 
vorable response by the committee 
on military affairs, to which it was 
referred.

Sheriff J. C. Hartsfield was the 
first witness to be called. He is 
said to have told of the visit of Mrs. 
Mary Stephenson, wife of the ac- 
cused man, to his office Thursday 
afternoon about 45 minutes before 
Father Coyle was shot to death. She 
was seeking assistance in locating 
her daughter, Ruth, who she said 
had run away, according to the 
sheriff. She placed the responsi- 
bility for the act of the girl on the 
Catholic church, Sheriff Hartsfield 
is understood to have stated. The 
pistol with which the shooting was 
done, a 38 automatie. was introduced 
in evidence and marked exhibit “A.” 

W. L. Snow, traffic officer, is said 
to have testified as to his running 
after Rev. Stephenson and appre- 
hending him just as he was attempt- 
ing to enter the east door of the 
courthouse.

Never Believed © 
They’d Be Hang 
States Crawley 


Receive N ews of Reprieve 
From Death Quietly and 
Without Emotion. - 


BY T. A. TAYLOR. 

Under the glare of the electrics 
in the Fulton county jail they 
stood—four of them—Decatur and 
George Crawley, their sister Rosa, 
and Blaine Stuart, the cousin. 

They didn’t look like nrurderers; 
or even mountaineer feudists. The 
men resembled nothing more_ fero- 
cious than mild-mannered clerks, 
perhaps; and -in the face of the 
woman there was a quiet sort of 
gentleness which was’ thoroughly 
disappointing to one who had come 
xpecting to see typical mountain-

feers of the magazine kind. 


When told that their visitor was 
a reporter they didn’t find much 
to say. They were not sullen by 
any means but it seemed that the 
taciturnity attributed to mountain 
folks was here at least—they were 
running true to form in that. It 
was said that they received the 
news that may mean life to the 
Crawley boys and freedom from 
life-long servitude for the others in 
the same manner. ; 

New Trials Granted. 
It had been only a few hours 


since the announcement of the 
handing down of a decision by the 
supreme court of Georgia revers- 
ing the lower courts and granting 
a new trial to the Crawleys; news 
giving a reprieve, for a time. at 
least, from death at the end of a 
rope for the two Crawleys. 

Decatur Crawley summed it up 
when he said, “We've been kind of 
expecting it-—I never had believed 
they’d hang us for only doin’ what 
most anybody else would have done 
under the circumstances.” 

Decatur is small—about five feet 
six inches it seemed—and the mild- 
est mannered of the three. He is 
rather grave. The others had some- 
thing in their eyes that spoke of 
mischief—the kind that kids in 
school get spanked for having. 
Perhaps it was because of the news 
but anyway it seemed hard to think 
of them as men once convicted of 
murder. 

They were neatly dressed. But 
it was their manner of speaking that 
gave the greatest surprise of all. 
Here was no mountain twang—none 
of the peculiarities of diction that 
are supposed to mark the hill 
people. 

They have been in the Fuiton 
Tower fOr almost two years now, 
charged with the murder of Deputy 
Marshal Ben F. Dixon back in the 
fall of 1919 when the latter came 
to their Union county home to get 
them on a charge of evading the 
draft law. The Crawieys had been 
sentenced to hang and their sister 
and Stuart to life imprisonment as 
accomplices. 

The case was one of the most 
sensational ever known in Georgia. 
The Crawleys had claimed that Dep- 
uty Dixon entered their home fir- 
ing his gun and that George Craw- 
ley, who did not know the identity 
of the men, used the gun given him 
by his sister, Rosa, merely to re- 
pel the intruder. 

Dixon Mortally Wounded. 


At any rate Dixon fell mortally 
wounded just as the sheriff of the 
county appeared on the scene. The 
Crawleys escaped and a search of 
more than a month followed with 
national, state and county officers, 
together with soldiers from Camp 
Gordon, scouring the mountains of 
three states for them. They finally 
surrendered to Deputy Marshal 
Glenn §S. Young, who they say was 
asleep in their house when they 
came to give themselves ‘up. 

The reversal of the lower courts 
Was based on contention of the de- 
fendants that two of the jury were 
disqualified; one by reason of bias, 
and the other because he was re- 
lated to the wife of Dixon, This, 
it is said, was not known at the. 
time of the trial. 

This decision followed a hard 
fight by Attorneys Spalding and 
Sibley, representing the defense, 
who presented the extraordinary 
motion for a new trial last Octo- 
ber. The motion was at first Over- 
ruled but an appeal was made to 
the supreme ‘court. 

“You're glad?” Decatur 
asked. 

“Of course,” he smiied.: “But I 
don’t want to say anything much 
until I see my lawyers.”

Riga, August 12.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The Russian soviet 
government will combat any at- 
tempt to interject political ques- 
tions into the Russian famine re- 
lief, but it is sufficiently practical 
to see that if the holding of Ameri- 
cans in prison is an obstacle to the 
feeding of a million Ruszian chil- 
dren, it is best that Herbert 
Hoover’s stipulation in this respect 
be granted, declared Maxim Litvi- 
noff, the soviet special envoy here, 
tonight. 

M. Litvinoff made this explana- 
tion of the Russian negotiations 
with the American relief admini- 
stration in talking with the Ameri- 
can newspaper correspondents. He 
reviewed the famine situation to 
them and explained the situation 
from the Russian viewpoint. 

In addition to those held in prison 
in Russia, declared the soviet en- 
voy, every facility to leave would 
be given by the soviet government 
to any Americans in the country, 
even to the extent of advertising 
for them in the newspapers.

Kennedy, in a statement today de- 
clared she preferred to remain in 
jail. rather than tell anything fur- 
ther regarding the events leading 
up to the death of Kennedy, who 
she one day hoped to marry.

| Police, 

She refused to name the person 
who she claims would be the suf- 
ferer should she tell her story. 
When asked if it was Arthur C. 
Burch, also indicted in connection 
with the Kennedy slaying, she re- 
fused to answer, es “Mr. 
Burch is not talking. hy should 
I discuss his affairs?” 

“I do not want anyone to pit 
me because I am here,” she added. 
“Being in jail means nothing to me. 
I think only of the loss I have 
suffered,” . 

J. B. Fox, a deputy sheriff, of 
Los Angeles county, who was sum- 
moned from Arizona, where he was 
investigating a case, arrived today 
and was taken at once to the county 
jail and began a long talk with 
Mrs. Obenchain. 

Other deputies working on the 
case said that Fox had been re- 
called because Mrs. Obenchain had 
said she would talk freely if she 
could talk to him. 

Fox was oneof the first investiga- 
tors assigned to the Kennedy case. 
Mrs. Obenchain met him when she 
was taken into custody last Friday 
night and the officer said today 
she expressed faith in his fairness 
and had asked to see him.

The stock of a double bar- 
reled shotgun found in the ocean 
near San Monica canyon and turned 
over to the sheriff last night, was 
tested today to determine whether 
it was a twelve guage gun. 

The shells found at the home of 
the slain man, who was killed a 
week ago tonight by a charge of 
shot, were from a twelve guage 
gun, 

It also was stated that experts 
would be called to compare the fir- 
ing pin on the recovered portion of 
the gun with the indentations on 
the shells found where Kennedy 
was shot.

Pirate Ship Yarns 
Revived by Report 
Of Phantom Craft 


New York, August 12.—A delayed 
report of another mystery ship, re- 
viving tales of pirates preying on 
high seas traffic, has been received 
here by coast guard officials from 
government officers at the Virgin 
Islands, 

This phantom craft was said to 
have a hull painted bleck, to be 
riged in the maritime fashion of 20 
years ago, to carry powerful motor 
boats and to show a crew of 30 on 
her decks. She was sighted by the 
American steamer Lake Arline, June 
24, about 100 miles southegat of 
Cape Hatteras.

BARCE LINE RATES 
ON COAL UPHEL 


Washington, August 12.—Rates 
charged by the government-owned 
barge line on. the Warrior river 


for coal from mines located on the 
banks of the river to Mobile and 
New Orleans are not prejudicial 
to mines located*off the river, Ex- 
aminer Woodrow reported today to 
the interstate commerte commis- 
sion. The examiner expressed the 
opinion that:the commission is with- 
out jurisdiction in the case, in view 
of the fact that it is all-water 
rates that are attacked, but made 
his réport, he said, on the “merits 
of the case.” 

The case grew cut of a complaint 
by the Corona Coal company, own- 
ing mines in Alabama, away from 
the river, that the rate charged by 
the barge. line to its competitors, 
which aré able to take advantage 
of the all-water rate, is 20 cents a 
tan hess on bunker coal than_ the 
Corona company pays for all-rail, or 
rail-and-water transportation. 

The theory of the Corona com- 
pany, the examiner said, was that 
as a matter of policy the govern- 
ment should not operate the barge 
line. It also took exception to the 
fact that Henry T. Debardeleben, 
president of a coal company com- 
peting with the Corona, also was 
manager of the geovernment’s barge 
line, 

The Alabama Coal Opera fry’ as- 
saciation intervened in the case to 
oppose any plan that would make 
a difference between the rate on 
coal to the ports by rail-and-water, 
and by all-rail transportation. They 
did not oppose the 20-cent-a-ton 
lower rate for all-water transpor- 
tation. The blanket rates apply to 
Alabama mines of nearly 16,000,000 
tons. To 35 per cent of this pro- 
duction, rail-and-water rates are 
also applicable. The production of 
the river mines is about one-half 
of on- per cent, 

The Alabama coal operators tes- 
tified that all mines should re- 
ceive the same rates and unless a 
rail connection were made with the 
barge line at Tuscaloosa and rail- 
and-water rates established appli- 
cable to the 65 per cent production, 
that now have only all-rail rates, 
the present basis of rates should 
remain the same. A differential be- 
tween all-rail and rail-and-water 


‘yates would, the operators” said, 


unduly prefer those mines that 
have the 35 per cent production. 

The Corona company said that 
only three companies are primari- 
ly interested in the sale of bunker 
coal at New Orleans, 
five river mines with their pro- 
duction which in 1919 was 157,119 
tons could contro] that market. 

The barge line was put in opera- 
tion as a war measure under the 
direction of the railroad adminis- 
tration, and now is under the war 
department.

Recent reductions in the export 
rate on grains between Chicago and 
New York, the statement said, wil) 
be followed by sweeping revisions 
of grain rates generally, including 
those from Mississippi river points 
and on the lines to the gulf, in order 
that the entire agricultura] interest 
may share fully in the benefits. 

“In general,” the statement con- 
tinued, “adVances in freight rates 
are passed on to the consumer by 
adding them to the selling price. 
But in grains, whose domestic price 
ig dominated by the foreign price 
of the exported surplus, the produc. 
er sutfers when rates go up and 
benefits when they go down. There- 
fore, though the exports represent a 
minor share of the total grain pro- 
duction, the lowering of export rates 
affects the entire crop. These re- 
duction of rates, together with the 
arrangements for financial assist- 
ance to export trade and the assur- 
ance that Europe is going to need 
any quantities of American  food- 
stuffs, constitute altogether a justi- 
ication for strong hope that the 
tendency in the agricultural mar- 
kets will for some time be decidedly 
toward better prices.” .

~HEROISM DESCRIBED 


Madrid, Afgust 12.—-(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Gallant action by 
cavalry under Colonel Primo-Riv- 
era in protecting the retreat of a 
column of 400 men is described in 
La Libertad. The column was press- 
ed by the enemy. The cavalry was 
ordered to charge and scattered the 
assailants, killing many of them, 
and enabling the column to retreat. 
The rebels, however, again attacked 
and the cavalry agatn charged. The 
battltfield was covered with the 
dead and dying of both sides, but 
the enemy was driven back. 

The Spanish troops theh entered 
a narrow pass, where other rebels 
awaited them on the heights. They 
expected the order to retreat, but 
instead came the Order to charge a 
third time. Shouting “viva Espana” 
the cavalry again attacked, sacri- 
ficing themselves to save the col- 
umn. None of the men hesitated, 
and when the third charge was fin- 
ished, few of them remained. 

Colonel Primo-Rivera by word and 
deed encouraged his men, and even 
ordered a fourth charge. The brave 
survivors spurred their horses 
against the enemy but their ani- 
mals were so fatigued that they 
reached the rebel ranks at a walk. 
Here both men and horses were ex- 
terminated.

GROP ESTIMATES: 
~ DEPRESS WHEAT 


Chicago, August 12.—Bearish crop 
estimates from France and Canada 
tended somewhat to depress’ the 
wheat market today. Prices closed 
unsettled, 1-2 to 2c net lower. Corn 
lost 1-2@5-8 to lc and oats 3-4 to 
7-8@Mic. In provisions the outcome 
varied from 40c decline to a rise 
of 2 1-2 cents. 

Down turns in the price of wheat 
took place chiefly during the last 
hour of trading, the market earlier 
having been steadied by commis- 
sion house demand, based to a large 
extent on the assumption that 
sooner or later export business was 
develop in sufficient volume _ to 
absorb all the wheat surplus in this 
country and Canada. Confidence in 
this view, however, received an un- 
expected jolt from a statement by 
the French minister of agriculture 
putting the yield of wheat this sea- 
‘son in France at 40,000,000 bushels 
above current trade figures, and as- 
serting that foreign purchases had 
exceeded the country’s requirements 
by 28,000,000 bushels. The Canadian 
crop was officially estimated at 
288,000,000 bushels as against 263,- 
000,000 bushels harvested last year. 
Late reports from New York that 
England had bought 800,000 bushels 
failed to rally the market, and so, 
too, did announcement that export- 
ers had taken 300,000 bushels here. 

Liberal country offerings weak- 
ened corn, December touching the 
lowest level yet this season. 

Vats, like corn, lacked support. 

Provisions averaged lower as a 
result of scattered selling which 
more than counterbalanced. the ef- 
fect of higher quotations on hogs.

Suspect Denies 
Guilt in Death 
Of Father Heslin 


San Francisco, August 12.—Wil- 
liam Hightower, itinerant baker, 
stoutly resisted today all efforts of 
the police to connect him with the 
murder of Rev, Patrick Heslin, Col- 


ma priest, and after two days of 
questioning still maintained he had 
no knowledge of the crime. 

He was taken into custody after 
he had led a group of policemen and 
newspaper men to the priest's grave 
on the seashore Wednesday night. 

Officials handling the case said 
tonight “they were nearer a solu- 
tion of the crime than ever before.” 

Hightower remained calm and un- 
disturbed, slaowing ensotion only 
once, the police said. This was 
when handed a long-delayed tele- 
gram which told of his wife's death 
in Stillwater, Okla. 

When he read the message Hizsh- 
tower broke down and sobbed. 

The inquiry today developed con- 
flict of Hightower’s story of the 
use he made of an automobile rent- 
ed from a local garage the night 
the priest disappeared in company 
with a stranger who said a dying 
man sought spiritual consolation. 

Hightower said he took the ma- 
chine from the garage about 4 
o’cldck, went to San Jose, gouth 
of here, with Dorris Shirley, a wait- 
ress, and returned to San Francisco 
at 10 o’clock. Winding no one in 
the garage, he said, he left the 
machine outside. Against this story 
is the testimony of a garage em- 
ployee that Hightower did not leave 
the garage until 6 o’clock and the 
police were bending every effort to 
trac the movements of the car be- 
tween that time and 9 o'clock, the 
hour that the priest disappeared in 
an automobile known to have been 
of the same make, 

Similarity of string found in High- 
tower’s room and that used to bind 
together some boards near the grave 
was noted at the inquiry today. 
District Attorney Franklin Swart 
said evidence was brought to show 
that Hightower often had visited the 
cliffs near the site of the grave. 

e police have been unable to 
locate Dorris Shirley and several 
clues to the present location of 
Dolly Mason, the woman from whim 
Hightower said he received first 
knowledge of the grave’s location, 
have proved worthless. 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS 
BILL IS OMITTED 
TO AID ECONOMY

Washington, August 12.—(By Con-
